DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is directed towards the Applicant's response filed 8-1 2-2009. 
Claims 2-4, 6, 7, 16 and 17 are pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-4, 6, 7, 1 6 and 1 7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field does not teach the combination of features of the 
claimed invention. The particularly novel and unobvious features include a central 
station's determination of whether to provide access information regarding an original 
image to a second client station based on a difference between signatures and a 
threshold determination, where these are both made by the central station comparing 
signatures formed on thumbnail representations of the original image, where the 
thumbnail representations are created by the first and second client stations. All in the 
manner of the Applicant as set forth in his Specification and claims.
